CRUEL  TREATMENT  OF  LUNATICS. 

Public  propriety  has  been  once  more  shocked  by 
the  death  of  a  pauper  lunatic  by  that  most  unac- 
^  countable  sort  of  accident, — broken  ribs.  The  facts 
in  this  case  are  even  more  distressing  than  those  of 
many  previous  ones.  The  unhappy  patient,  mis¬ 
named  a  pauper,  appears  to  have  been  a  clerk,  enjoy¬ 
ing  a  tolerable  salary,  for  he  had  been  able  to  put 
b^ money.  Why  he  should  have  been  taken  to  the 
workhouse  and  detained  there  for  a  week  before 
beinor  passed  on  to  the  big  asylum  is  not  attempted 
to  explained.  Either  in  the  workhouse  or  the 
asylum,  the  man  had  so  many  ribs  broken  that  he 
died  the  day  after  his  admission  to  the  latter.^  One 
is  tempted  to  ask  how  it  happens  that  imprisoned 
lunatics  so  frequently  die  from  broken  ribs  ?  It 
has  been  officially  urged  that  the  bones  of  insane 
persons  are  so  extremely  brittle,  that  by  the  mere 
pressure  of  the  fingers  ribs  are  liable  to  be  broken. 
If  this  be  so,  it  is  a  curious  physiological  fact,  and 
one  which  ought  to  be  better  known  and  fully 
verified.  If  it  be  only  a  recent  discovery,  then  it  is 
an  additional  reason  why  peculiar  care  should  be 
exercised  by  attendants  upon  lunatics,  and  an 
extra  amount  of  watchfulness  bestowed  by  medical 
superintendents. 

It  is  well  known  that  the  asylums  of  this  country 
aro  far  too  large  for  the  exercise  of  proper  super¬ 
vision.  The  work  is,  therefore,  entrusted  to  attend¬ 
ants,  who  are  mostly  selected  for  their  bodily  strength 
rather  than  for  any  special  fitness  or  knowledge  which 
the  duty  of  superintending  the  demented  seems  to 
require.  The  medical  officer  of  the  establishment  is 
entnisted  with  little  or  no  independent  authority  ; 
between  the  magistrates  on  the  one  hand,  and  the 
Lunacy  Commissioneis  on  the  other,  he  is  powerless 
to  control  evil-doers.  He  is  incessantly  on  duty,  by 
night  as  well  as  by  day,  harassed  by  rivals,  officials, 
house  stewards,  and  matrons  ;  he  fails  altogether  to 
make  his  voice  heard ;  he  cannot  act  without  fear 
or  favour.  When  an  asylum  is  found  unmanageable 
by  one  medical  officer,  economy  induces  the  magis¬ 
trates  to  introduce  an  assistant,  and  with  him  conies 
a  divided  authority.  The  question  of  the  day  is — 
should  we  not  abolish  tne  present  overgrown 
asylums,  and  adopt  in  their  place  a  more  rational 
system  ?  Why  should  we  not  carry  out  in  the 
fullest  sen.se  of  the  word  the  non-reatmint  system  ? 
Many  years  have  pa.ssed  away  since  the  humane 
idea  emanated  from  the  mind  of  Gardner  Hill  to 
abolish  all  kinds  of  restraint  in  the  treatment  of 
lunatics.  He  abandoned  strait-waistcoats,  and 
struck  off  bands  which  seared  into  the  flesh  of  the 
maniac.  His  noble  efforts  must  not  be  permitted  to 
stop  hero.  This  wretched  cla.ss,  among  the  worst 
afflicted  of  the  human  race,  must  be  released  from 
bolt  or  bar,  and  set  free  from  the  inhuman  monster 
asylum  of  modern  times.  It  is  well  known  that  of 
the  patients  located  in  the  mad-prisons  of  England, 
at  the  very  least  from  30  to  40  per  cent,  might  be 
safely  placed  under  the  care  of  friends,  and  become

IMPORTANCE  OF  THE  GAMBIA  AS  A 
NAVAL  STATION. 

Sir, — ^The  attention  of  your  readers  was  drawR 
last  week  to  a  negotiation  which  it  appears  is  on  foot 
for  the  surrender  of  the  Gambia  to  France,  and  this 
has  been  confirmed  by  a  reply  from  the*  Colonial 
Office  to  the  Manchester  Chamber  of  Commeree 
from  which  the  following  is  an  extract : 

Downing  Street,  23rd  Jjine,  1870. 

I  am  directed  by  Earl  Oraiiville  .  .  to  acqiuint  yo« 
.  .  .  that  negotiations  are  going  on  with  the  French 
Government  for  exchange  of  territory  on  the  West  Coast 
of  Africa,  which  will  involve  a  cesaion  of  the  Gambia,  &c. 

(Signed),  H.  T.  Holla.xd. 

It  now  transpires  that  an  indignant  protest,  signed 
by  600  of  our  fellow-subjects  there,  against  the*pro- 
posed  cession  had  been  forwarded  to  the  Colonial 
Office.  This  protest  is  published*  in  the  African 
Times  of  this  month.  It  represents  the  number  of 
British  subjects  on  the  Gambia  to  be  about  21,000; 
but  distributed  as  these  are  at  various  places  along 
the  banks  of  the  river  for  an  extent  of  200  miles,  it 
was  not  possible  under  the  pressing  circumstances 
of  the  case  to  obtain  their  signatures  except  at 
Bathurst,  the  principal  settlement. 

Fortified  by  such  a  petition  as  this,  I  should 
hope  it  will  not  be  difficult  for  the  advocates  of 
justice  and  fairplay  to  obtain  a  distinct  pledge 
from  our  Government  tliat  no  further  pro¬ 
ceedings  will  be  taken  in  this  business  until 
all  the  correspondence  relating  to  it  has  been 
laid  before  Parliament ;  but  it  is  evident  from  the 
advices  now  to  hand  that  no  time  ought  to  be  lost 
in  obtaining  such  an  assurance,  for  events  are 
marching  on  with  great  rapidity. 

We  now  learn  that  the  acting  Governor,  upon  the 
withdrawal  of  our  troops,  appealed  to  the  French 
Government  at  the  Senegal  for  a  naval  guard,  and 
that  this  appeal  was  answered  by  the  appearance  of 
a  French  ingate  and  gunboat,  the  senior  officer  of 
which  was  introduced  to  the  colonists  as  their  future 
commandant.  We  leani  also — and  this,  if  rightly 
viewed,  is  an  ominous  feature  of  the  case — that 
although  the  coloured  people,  who  fonn  the  hulk  of 
the  population,  are  extremely  averse  from  French 
rule,  some  of  the  European  residents  and  traders  aie 
so  dis^sted  at  the  neglect  and,  as  they  put 
downnght  inju.stice  with  which  they  have  b^u 
treated  by  us,  in  first  depriving  them  of  theu

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It  ia  impoiaible  to  define  any  time  durmg  which 
the  etfecte  of  this  oourae  may  be  apparent ;  it  is  sufficient  to 
know  that  it  is  one  which  ailbcts  the  future  of  the  colony.  It 
IS  alleged  by  lord  Qranville  that  the  step  has  been  taken  in 
the  intemts  of  the  colony.  This  is  a  view  which  Ministers 
cannot  Mlow  to  pass  unchallenged.  If  it  really  be  the  opinion 
of  Ministers  at  home  that  they  can  better  judge  what  the 
colony  re<mire8  than  the  colonists  themselves,  surely  they 
should  withdraw,  and  not  increase,  the  local  powers.  The 
colonial  legislature  deliberately  asked  that  the  troo{>s  should 
remain,  and  offered  to  pay  for  them  whatever  was  required. 
It  IS  a  singular  excuse  for  fastening  on  the  colony  greater 
responsibility,  that  its  judgment  in  so  important  a  matter  is 
considered  ^to  be  at  fault.  Hut  it  is  idle  to  pursue  this  branch 
of  the  subject  for,  clearly,  the  protestations  about  the  troops 
being  removed  for  the  benefit  of  the  colouy  are  merely  official 
euphemisms— a  civil  disguise  of  the  fact  that  it  is  considered 
necessa^  to  sacrifice  the  colony  to  Imperial  policy.  The  Im¬ 
perial  Government  have  actc^  not  only  in  disregard  of  the 
wish  of  the  colony,  but  of  the  advice  of  all  those  of  their  own 
officers  who  are  able  to  give  them  recommendations  founded 
on  experience.

'quest,  and  one  of  tne  most  universally  recog- 
uis^  laws  of  humanity  in  modem  tiines  is  held  to 
be  that  no  change  of  a  ^ple’s  allegiance  shall  be 
effected  without  at  least  toe  formality  of  a  plebiscite ; 
vet  here  we  have  the  spectacle  of  the  popular 
and  liberal  Government  of  the  foremost  nation  in 
the  world  proposing  to  hand  over  20,000  of  its 
subjects  to  another  Tower ;  not  only  without  con¬ 
sulting  them,  but,  as  far  as  is  known,  in  defiance 
of  all  their  feelings  and  instincts,  and  treating  their 
devotion  to  the  ^Id  flag,  under  which  they  have 
been  made  freemen,  as  a  sentimentalism.  Lest,  how¬ 
ever,  it  should  be  erroneously  supposed  that  the 
sunender  of  the  Gambia  is  a  question  merely  of 
local  interest  and  not  of  Imperial  concern,  I  wish  to 
point  out  the  great  value  of  the  river  as  a  naval 
station  in  the  event  of  a  great  war.  This  value,  you 
may  remember,  was  distinctly  and  emphatically 
stated  in  the  House  on  a  late  occasion  by  Sir 
John  Hay,  who,  from  personal  acquaintance  with 
the  station,  is  peculiarly  qualified  to  pronounce 
an  authoritative  opinion.  It  is,  in  fact,  how-. 


16  wouia  be  better  tor  tbese  poor  men  to  be  in 
another  climate,  if  our  emigration  or  other  societies 
would  lend  a  helping  hand.

opinions.  The  persistence  with  which  they  invited  the  colouy 
to  defray  the  cost,  and  the  fact  that  twice  in  I860  and  1867, 
they  determined,  iri-espectively  of  the  previously  expressed 
wish  of  the  Colonial  Government,  that  one  regiment  should 
remain,  showed  that  they  considered  some  troops  should  be 
detained.  The  evidence  is  conclusive  that  the  Imperial  Go¬ 
vernment  have  now  decided  that  possible  pecuniary  liabilities 
are  superior  to  national  considerations,  as  far  as  New  Zealand 
is  concerned.  Even  although  the  colouy  offers  to  pav  for  the 
troops,  her  Majesty’s  Ministers,  as  shown  by  Earl  Granville 
in  his  despatch  No.  115,  October  I7th,  1860  are  apprehensive 
of  the  responsibilities  w  hich  might  result  from  a  continued 
connection  with  the  colony,  altogether  fovgetting  those  which 
they  have  incurre<l,  and  which  they  cannot  shake  off. 

Moine  idea  of  the  enormous  gravity  of  the  step  taken  by 
her  Majesty’s  Ministers  may  lie  conceived,  when  it  is  remem¬ 
bered  that,  though  the  removal  of  the  troops  was  opposed  to 
the  advice  of  the  imperial  officers  who  had  a  iiersomd  know¬ 
ledge  of  the  colony,  the  orders  were  so  uuconaitional  that  the 
removal  must  have  taken  place,  no  matter  what  condition 
existed  when  the  orders  arrived,  and  what  sacrifice  of  life 
miglit  have  ensued.

It  is  not  pretende<l  that  the  colony  showed  itself  indifferent 
to  its  self-sought  responsibility.  It  has  contracted  an  ex¬ 
penditure  which,  as  compared  with  its  revenue,  amounts  to 
ue(*rly  3tK).(iOO,(KX)i.  sterling,  or,  on  the  liasis  of  population, 
it  would  amount  to  about  doi),<JOt  >,000/.  sterling.  It  has  lost 
a  very  large  number  of  colonists  as  oomisired  with  its  popula¬ 
tion.  When  it  asked  for  a  regiment  to  remain,  it  did  not 
abandon  its  aspinitions  ;  it  was  still  willing  to  persevere  in 
I  the  arduous  duty  it  undertook  ;  it  requested  only,  what  quite 
I  recently  back  it  was  advised  to  consent  to — to  pay  for  a  regi- 
I  nient  to  remain  in  the  country.  The  request  was  nothing 
I  more  than  what  one  Power  might  address  to  another — paid 
assistance  to  repress  or  guard  against  the  outrages  of  fanatic 
savages.  If  a  colony  in  time  oi  peril  may  not  seek  such  a 
boon,  no  matter  what  it  has  previously  nnaertaken — and  for 
the  sake  of  argument  let  it  be  said  no  matter  what  errors  or 
mistakes  it  may  have  committed — then  Ministers  are  at  a 
loes  to  understand  the  position  which  the  colonies  occupy. 
Indeed,  it  might  be  laid  down  as  a  principle,  that  whilst  a 
colony  remains  a  part  of  the  empire,  and  is  governed  by  a 
nominee  of  tlie  Crown,  it  bas  a  right  to  look  for  amstnnee  to 
the  Imperial  country  in  an  emergency  with  which  it  is  beyond 
its  own  power  to  cope. 

To  satisfy  the  tlieories  of  Lord  Granville  as  to  responsi¬ 
bility.  New  Zealand  must  cease  to  be  a  part  of  the  empii'e, 
and  that  is  one  reason  why  the  desi>atch  in  question  may  be 
regarded,  as  urged  by  Sir  George  Grey,  as  a  hint  to  that 
effect.  The  circumstances  all  corroborate  this  view.  As  has 
been  already  said,  the  removal  of  the  troops  is  notoriously 
opposed  to  the  opinions  of  those  who,*in  ordinary  cases,  would 
advise  the  Colonial  Office.  Long  ago  as  it  was  since  the  re¬ 
moval  of  the  troops  was  spoken  of,  it  was  always  understood 
that  the  removal  would  be  conduct^  in  such  a  manner  as  to 

least  injurious  to  public  safety — certainly  that  it  would  not 
be  completely  effected  in  the  midst  of  active  hostilities.  This 
was  the  case  when  the  colony  decided  not  to  ask  for  the  re¬ 
tention  of  the  troops,  but  to  try  to  do  without  them ;  but 
with  an  inconsistency  specially  affronting  to  the  colony,  when 
the  Colonial  Legislature  revived  that  it  was  desirable  one 
Regiment  should  be  retained,  and  made  provision  to  pay  for 
it,  unconditional  orders  were  sent  for  its  imrasdiate  removal, 
no  matter  what  disaster  might  follow  ;  this,  too,  st  a  time 
known  to  be  particularly  critical,  and  when  delegates  were  on 
their  way  to  confer  with  the  Home  Goverament  on  the^  sub¬ 
ject.  Only  extreme  necessity  could  explain  such  a  denial  of 
ordinary  courtesy  as  that  imperative  orders  to  remove  the 
troops  should  cross  the  Commissioners  on  their  ^ 

execute  the  mission  with  which,  within  Lord  Granville  s 
knowledge,  they  were  to  be  entrusted.  No  military  neces¬ 
sity  expuins  the  course  pursued.  ^  The  regiment  has  pro¬ 
ceeded  to  the  neighbouring  colonies,  to  remain  there  in 
comparative  idleness.  These  o<»louies  would  l»  8^*  ®veii 
though  they  iiaid  the  usual  contribution,  that  New  ^Zealand, 
in  its  need,  should  have  the  use  of  the  tr^ps.  Again,  heed¬ 
less  of  all  the  mischief  it  might  produce,  Lord  Granville  pub¬ 
lished  bis  despatch,  although  ho  must  have  been  aware  that 
the  terms  in  which  he  spoke  of  the  native  rebels,  and  the 
suoouragemento  be  held  out  to  them,  were  calculated  to 
seriously  embarrass  the  colony.  As  a  fact,  it  may  be  stated 


that  probably  the  Gambia  is  a  pestilential  river ; 
but  t  here  are  merchants  now  in  London  who  have 
lived  there  for  years,  and  who  emphatically  contra¬ 
dict  this.  And  Governor  Macdonnell,  in  his  Report 
of  1850,  states  that  out  of  a  population  of  fifty 
Europeans  only  five  had  died  in  five  years  from  the 
effects  of  climate,  or  two  per  cent,  per  annum.*  It 
18,  at  all  events,  found  to  be  a  very  congenial  cli¬ 
mate  for  our  African  subjects,  for  they  appear  to 
have  multiplied  fast.  The  force  maintained  there 
has  always  been  part  of  a  West  Indian  Regiment, 
and  this  has  now  been  withdrawn  to  be-  disbanded ; 
the  plea,  therefore,  that  has  been  urged  in  the  case 
of  other  colonies  for  the  withdrawal  of  troops,  viz., 
that  it  is  necessary  to  concentrate  them  near  home, 
IS  not  available  in  this  case.  No  English  force,  in¬ 
deed,  need  ever  be  stationed  at  the  ^mbia,  except 
during  a  visit  from  one  of  the  ships  of  the 
8(iuadron  on  the  station. 

On  a  considemtion  of  the  above  facts,  wliich  are 
all  capable  of  easy  verification,  it  is  difiicult  to  con¬ 
ceive  how  the  policy  of  surrendering  so  important 
a  post  to  another  Power  can  be  justified.  Imppily,

The  departure  of  our  last  regiment  of  British  troops,  marking 
as  it  does  an  epoch  in  the  uistoiy  of  New  Zealand,  should 
not  in  any  case  be  passed  overwitbout  remark  ;  but  more  espe¬

Tvle  of  living  would  denote.  His  small  possessions 
often  preserv^cd  for  generations  in  unbroken 
descent,  the  younger  sons  being  drafted  into  the 
.sitnrch  ’  the  ai-my,  and  commercial  pursuits.  “  In 
the  district  of  Dalame  ”  Mr  Blaikie  tells  us,  “  the 
hereditaiy  principle  is  especially  powerful  among 
the  same  class.  The  province  is  a  very  poor  one, 
where  seasons  are  extremely  precarious,  and  harvests 
in  consequence  often  complete  failures;  but  no 
circumstances  diminish  attachment  to  the  soil. 
There  the  land  is  so  subdivided  by  the  progress  of 
succession,  that  a  man  has  to  count  his  estate,  not 
bv  acres,  but  by  feet ;  and  a  peasant  proprietor 
niust  be  in  sore  distress  ere  he  consents  to  sell  the 
heritage  of  his  forefathers,  even  to  a  member  of  his 
own  family.”  The  “  Torpors  ”  are  described  as  a  class 
little  superior  to  that  of  serfs.  Certainly  their 
service  is  voluntary,  but  they  are  in  a  miserable 
condition,  struggling  frequently  unsuccessfully  for 
the  bare  necessaries  of  existence.  Mr  Blaikie’s 
observations  do  not  incline  us  to  believe  that  edu¬ 
cation  in  Sweden  is  so  perfect  as  is  generally

regarded  in  Sweden  as  an  imperfect  ceremony.  The  | 
author  of  ‘  An  Account  of  Sweden,’  which  appeared  j 


so  long  ago  as  1717,  remarks  that  “  in  wedding 
entei’tainments  the  Swedes  have  over  affected  pomp 
and  great  superfluity  beyond  the  perfection  of  their 
abilities,  for  by^  the  excess  of  one  day  oftentimes 
many  of  them  involve  themselves  in  such  inconve-  ^ 
nience  as  they  feel  many  years.”  However,  a  very 
curious^  wedding  custom  prevails  in  the  country, 
which  is  probably  a  remnant  of  an  ancient  practice 
conamon  to  nearly  all  countries.  We  will  allow  Mr 
Blaikie  to  relate  what  he  saw  : 


The  relipfious  part  of  the  marriage  ceremony,  having 
nothing  very  peculiar  about  it,  was  followed  by  the  wedding 
supper,  at  whose  termination  tables  no  longer  srronned.

An  exaggerated  idea  prevails  of  the  universality  of  educa¬ 
tion.  Eiicb  parish  has  its  school,  but  the  scatteretl  character 
of  the  population  and  the  rigorous  climate  are  fatal  to  general 
nr  regular  attendance,  and  indeed  the  schoolmaster  often  find^ 
it  necessary  to  suspend  his  labours  for  months,  through  the 
failure  of  pupils.  In  some  districts,  efforts  have  been  made 
to  correct  this  state  of  things,  and  ambulatory  schools  seek  to 
supply  the  remedy.  The  teacher  pursues  the  pupils,  and  at 
some  farmhouse  gathers  alx)ut  him,  for  a  few  weeks,  a  small 
group,  which  he  forsakes  for  another  to  be  similarly  collected 
and  instructed  at  a  new  locality.  The  stipend  of  the  parish 
schoolmaster  is  so  small  that  he  finds  it  neces-sar^  to  supple¬ 
ment  it  from  other  sources.  If  he  is  musically  inclined,  the 
church  makes  him  its  organist.  He  collects  the  poor’s  rates, 
and  is  the  chief  agent  in  their  distribution,  and  it  happens

The  women  dance  round  her,  and  she,  swaying 
her  arms  with  desperate  energy,  makes  efforts,  as  in  “  blind- 
man’s  buff,”  to  catch  any  who  approaches  her.  The  excite¬ 
ment  and  struggles  continue,  until  the  crown  loosens  and  falls 
from  her  head,  and  the  girl  on  whose  person  it  descends  is  to 
be  the  next  victim  on  the  altar  of  Hymen.  Hut  there  are 
other  formalities  still  to  be  enacted.  The  single  women  have 
enclosed  the  bride,  and  the  matrons  must  fight  for  her  posses¬ 
sion.  The  contest  is  spiritedly  conducted- the  unfortunate 
bride  running  a  serious  risk  of  having  arms  dislocated— and 
at  length  terminates  by  the  triumph  of  the  matrons,  among 
whom  she  is  now  enrolled  without  further  inten-uption 
Benedicts  and  bachelors  carry  on  a  similar  contention  for  the 
bridegroom,  except  that  the  treatment  he  receives  is  of  a 
rougher  soi-t.  Then  the  married  couple  dance  with  every, 
body,  and  everybody  hopes  for  the  speedy  advent  of  a  like

During  months  preceding, 
many  a  rix-dollar  has  been  carefully  put  aside,  to  replace  the 
ordinary  frugality  of  other  days  for  the  purchase  of  some  pecu¬ 
liar  ^inty  tor  this  one.  Friends  and  relatives  hold  cordial 
feuds  are  cemented  ;  eternal  friendships  pro¬ 
mised.  Domestics  are  treated  to  the  popular  J'vJL-hullvf 
(Christmas  cakes),  and  unstinted  supplies  of  the  inevitable 
“  pounch.”  No  poverty.stricken  brother  or  sister  knocks  at 
the  door  to  be  sent  empty  away.  Even  among  the  beasts 
that  perish  there  are  distributed  double  rations  of  food  ;  and 
if  the  husbandman  did  not  hang  out  on  a  pole  the  “  Yule 
sheaf,”  which  bad  been  carefully  appropriated  at  harvest  time, 
that  the  little  birds  might  participate  in  the  happineas  of  the 
day,  he  would  feel  just  alarm  lest  the  wilful  “  Tiolle”  should 
sicken  his  herds,  or  else  his  neighbours  would  brand  him  as 
a  bad  and  hard-hearted  man.  Sweden,  at  Christmas  time  is 
another  Qoshen  flowing  with  milk  and  honey.  ' 

As  we  have  before  remarked,  Mr  Blaikie’s  volume 
is  amusing  and  readable,  and  we  are  sure  that  the 
numerous  samples  of  the  contents  which  we  have 
selected  will  induce  our  readers  to  get  it  for  them¬ 
selves.

Among  the  labouring  classes  numbers  read  with  diflSculty, — 
with  such  difficulty  that  any  idea  of  pleasure  is  dissociated 
from  the  effort ;  others  are  totally  without  the  ability  ;  and 
for  caligraphy,  in  some  districts  adults  as  a  rule  do  not  know 
how  to  write  their  own  names.  Statistical  returns  will  refute 
this  statement,  for  they  place  Sweden  nearly  side  by  side 
with  Prussia  ;  but  statistics  cannot  enlighten  on  the  relative 
standards  of  education,  which  is  certainly  without  the 
uniformity  of  excellence  that  belongs  to  it  in  the  latter 
country.  This  assumed  educational  superiority  is  no  new 
idea,  and  possibly  its  correctness  may  have  rest^  on  better 
grounds  formerly  than  at  the  present  time.  An  Englishman 
wrote,  two  centuries  ago,  that  the  Swedes  “  are  so  affectionate 
to  learning,  that  although  publick  scholars  for  gxal  literature 
be  but  rare  among  them,  yet  are  private  persons,  who  have 
attained  to  any  learning  so  forward  to  instruct  their  neigh¬ 
bours.  that  it  is  a  hard  matter  to  find  one  going  at  the  plough 
but  hee  can  read.”  Difficulties  in  the  way  of  systematic 
attendance  no  doubt,  produce  these  instances  of  ignorance  I 
have  quoted,  and  for  which  any  imperial  remedy  is  nearly 
impracticable.  If  the  rising  generation  is  to  be  benefited,  it 
will  have  to  depend  more  upon  the  exertions  of  individual 
landowners  than  extended  provisions  by  the  State. 

Disciples  of  Mr  J.  S.  Mill  will,  however,  be  glad 
to  learn  that  women  in  Sweden  are  no  longer 
tmmpled  in  the  dust  bv  the  sterner  sex,  and  that 
their  “  emancipation  ”  has  virtually  taken  place 
there.  The  services  of  women  are  in  general  requi¬ 
sition  in  occupations  from  which  they  are  shut  out 
hy  the  illogical  Briton ;  for  has  not  Mr  Mill  long 
ago  proved  in  every  figure  of  the  syllogism  that  the 
mental  capacity  of  woman  is  not  inferior  to  that  of 
man  ?

Our  author  draws  attention  to  the  full  curriculum 
and  modest  charges  of  the  two  great  universities  of 
Upsala  and  Lund.  At  the  former  it  is  computed 
that  the  value  of  fifty  pounds  will  cover  all  sessional 
fees  and  expense  of  living.  The  students  at  Up.sala 
number  about  twelve  hundred,  and  are  taught  by 
forty  professors.  Tlie  system  of  education  bears  a 
close  resemblance  to  that  pui-sued  at  the  Scotch 
universities,  and  great  attention  has  always  been 
paid  to  the  cultivation  of  the  natural  sciences.  The 
names  of  Linnaeus,  Swartz,  Bergmann,  and  Berzelius 
are  sufficient  to  attest  the  laborious  men  of  science 
that  occupy  the  professorial  chairs  at  the  great 
Swedish  university.  We  give,  in  conclusion,  a 
quotation  from  the  chapter  which  treats  of  the 
people  in  some  of  their  habits  and  institutions  : 

The  hospitality  everywhere  extended  to  strangers,  and  the 
ease  and  cordiality  which  distinguish  social  intercourse,  soon 
make  one  feel  at  home.  The  Swedes  set  great  store  upon  the 
I  precept  “  given  to  hospitality.”  and  none  of  them,  1  trust, 
I  will  feel  offended  by  the  statement  that  they  attach  much 
,  importance  to  the  duties  of  the  dinner-table.  It  has  been 
already  said  that  in  the  ordinary  affairs  of  life  they  “  take 
things  easy.”  In  towns  a  few  hours  to  business,  several  hours 
to  eating  and  drinking,  a  short  time  in  the  theatre,  and  a 
longer  devoted  to  cards,  billianls,  and  cigars,  make  up  the 
daily  routine.  The  only  physical  exertion  which  really  rouses 
the  energies  of  their  menkind  is  dancing.  In  none  other  are 
they  proficient,  nor  do  they  put  forward  serious  claims.  There 
are  schools  indeed  for  teaching  gymnastics,  but  attendance 
there  is  enforced  rather  than  voluntary,  and  these  exercises 
are  therefore  not  to  be  classed  with  ordinary  recreations.  In 
the  country  there  is  no  “hunting”  in  our  sense,  no  steeple¬ 
chasing,  no  coursing — for  which  many  districts  are  well 
enough  adapted  ;  you  have  no  boating  or  yachting  worth  the 
name,  although  every  community  has  a  large  share  of  either 
salt  or  fresh  water,  and  numerous  families  possess  extensive 
lochs  of  their  own.  Young  fellows  have  no  such  games  as 
golf,  cricket,  leap  frog,  or  foot-ball,  and  most  of  them  not 
only  cannot  swim,  but  avoid  all  contact  with  water  as  if  an 
attack  of  hydrophobia  wei*e  imminent.  Even  in  winter,  with 
magnificent  opportunities,  amusements  on  the  ice  are  far 
fewer  than  might  be  anticipated.  As  both  Gustavus  Adolphus 
and  Charles  XII.  are  S)dd  to  have  l>een  fond  of  violent 
exercises,  they  must  have  appropriated  a  large  share  of  the 
natural  tastes  of  their  successors.  The  general  disinclination 
to  this  sort  of  exertion  is  no  novel  feature,  for  an  old  writer 
says :  “  It  seems  as  if  the  severity  of  the  clime  should  in  a 
manner  cramp  the  faculties  of  their  bodies,  and  indispose 
them  to  any  groat  degree  of  dexteritv  and  nimbleness !  ” 
Card-playing  and  other  games  of  skill  and  chance  are  universal 
recreations,  and  often  lead  to  embarrassnienta  and  sorrow. 
The  most  popular  depends  upon  the  capricious  throw  of  the 
dice,  although  the  Swedes  always  play  like  gentlemen,  and 
submit  to  the  decrees  of  fate  with  a  stolidity  a  Frenchman 
would  envy.

Ancient  Classics  for  English  Readers.  The  Com¬ 
mentaries  of  Cffisar.  By  Anthony  Trollope. 
Blackwood  and  Sons. 

The  volume  before  us  is  the  fourth  of  the  excel¬ 
lent  series  of  ancient  classics,  wliich  have  been 
presented  in  a  popular  form  to  English  readers  who 
do  not  understand  Latin  and  Greek.  Csesar  is 
^nerally  one  of  the  earliest  books  put  into  the 
hands  of  the  sclioolboy,  as  the  commentaries  are 
not  only  remarkable  for  purity  of  Latin  and  clear¬ 
ness  of  style,  but  are  more  than  ordinarily  interest¬ 
ing  to  Englishmen  on  account  of  the  short  historical 
sketch  which  they  contain  of  the  subjugation  of  the 
Ancient  Britons.  Our  most  popular  living  novelist 
here  gives  an  account  in  outline  of  the  exploits  of 
the  greatest  warrior  of  antiquity ;  and  although  Mr 
Trollope  has  not  succeeded  so  well  as  his  predeces- 
soi*s  who  have  devoted  themselves  to  Homer  and 
Herodotus,  he  cannot  be  said  to  have  entirely  failed. 
He  certainly  has  not  to  our  mind  preserved  the 
simplicity  of  Caesar,  and  does  not  pi'esent  us  with  a 
sufficiently  flowing  narrative.  Mr  Trollope  does 
not  appear  to  approach  his  subject  con  amore  ;  and 
he  has  not  taken  sufficient  pains  to  render  the  little 
work  before  us  sufficiently  correct  or  complete.  It 
may  seem  ungrateful  to  find  so  much  fault  with  an 
author  who  has  given  us  all  so  much  pleasure  ;  but 
it  must  be  remembered  that  Mr  Trollope  invites 
criticism  by  appearing  in  the  classical  arena  with 
the  intellectual  athletes  of  our  great  schools  of  learn¬ 
ing.  He  has  spent  too  much  time  in  the  service  of 
his  country,  and  in  studying  the  inner  consciousness 
of  the  young  ladyism  of  the  nineteenth  century,  to 
succeed  in  an  attempt  where  a  thorough  and  accu¬ 
rate  acquaintance  with  the  geography,  the  history, 
and  the  manners  and  customs  ot  antiquity  was 
needed.  We  do  not  wish  to  underrate  Mr  Trollope’s 
powers  or  attainments.  He,  no  doubt,  posses^s 
what  is  called  a  competent  knowledge  of  clasai^ 
literature,  such  as  most  writers  of  culture  possess ; 
but  in  endeavouring  to  give  a  native  photo^aph 
of  one  of  the  most  remarkable  classical  works  of 
antiquity,  he  has  mistaken  his  vocation.  Perhaps 
the  oest  part  of  the  little  volume  before  us  is  the 
introductory  chapter,  which  contains  a  biographical 
sketch  of  Caesar,  and  a  short  account  of  the  circum¬ 
stances  under  which  the  Commentaries  were  pro¬ 
duced.  We  venture  to  quote  the  portion  of  this 
prefatory  chapter  which  deals  with  Caesar’s  literary 
style : 

His  style  was  at  once  recognised  by  the  great  literary 
critic  of  the  day  as  being  excellent  for  its  intended  purple. 
Caesar  is  manifestly  not  ambitious  of  literary  distinction,  but 
is  very  anxious  to  convey  to  his  readem  a  naiTafiye  of  his 
own  doings,  which  shall  be  graphic,  succinct,  intel)imble,and 
sufficiently  well  expressed  to  insure  the  attention  of  readers. 
Cicero,  the  great  critic,  thus  speaks  of  the  Mramentaries  ; 

‘  Valde  quidam,  inquam,  probandos  ;  nudi  enim 
et  venusti,  omni  ornatu  orationis,  tanquam  yeste,  detracto. 
The  passage  is  easily  understood,  but  not  perhaps  ytnr  easily

lofty  flights  of  musical  genius.  A  vein  of  simple 
and  unaflected  melody  runs  throughout  it,  and 
is  its  chief  characteristic,  while  the  harmonies 
impress  the  hearer  more  by  their  order  and 
plainness  than  by  their  grandeur.  Generally 
there  is  a  similarity  to  Hand^,  and  one  or  two  pas¬ 
sages  savour  strongly  of  the  Messiah,  though  we 
would  not  insinuate  any  slavish  following,  with  here 
and  there  a  tendency  to  operatic  abandon.  An 
orchestral  prelude  embodies  one  or  two  of  the 
principal  themes,  opening  witli  short  solos  for  horn, 
oboe,  and  violin,  with  a  staccato  accompaniment  of 
strings,  breaking  into  a  devotional  measure  and 
terminating  in  a  very  pleasing  strain.  The  first 
chorus,  the  words  of  which  are  supplied  in  Keble’s 
beautiful  hymn,  “  New  every  morning  is  the  love,” 
is  very  Handel-like  in  its  opening.  The  last  two 
verses  are  resolved  into  a  plain  song  melody  for  all 
voices  in  unison,  which  style  of  effect  is  repeated 
more  than  once  throughout  the  work.  This  &  suc¬ 
ceeded  by  a  soprano  solo,  “Holy  Father,  hear  my 
cry,”  a  suitably  plaintive  aria,  a  few  notes  of  whicn 
are  rather  too  high.

In  the  Legislative 
Body  on  Thursday  a  lengthy  discussion  was  held  on  the 
Ministerial  Bill  for  fixing  the  army  contingent  for  1870 
at  90,000  men.  M.  Gamier  Pag^  and  M.  Jules  Fuvre 
demanded  a  reduction  and  advocated  economy,  in  opposition 
to  M.  Latour  and  M.  Thiers,  who  asserted  the  necessity  of 
an  army  proportionate  to  the  position  and  prestige  of 
France.  The  debate  was  a  stormy  one,  a  remark  from  M . 
Ollivier  relative  to  the  Plebiscitum  calling  up  a  strong 
rejoinder  from  M.  Keratry.

Spain. — The  Imparcial  states  that  there  is  a  deficit  in 
the  Budget  to  the  80th  of  June  of  700,000,000  reals,  and 
that  it  is  calculated  that  the  following  Budget  will  show  a 
deficit  of  an  equal  amount. 

The  Prince  and  Princess  of  Wales  on  Thursday  openeil  a 
new  school  in  Wellclose  Square,  £.,  for  the  children  of 
seamen  in  the  port  of  London,  erected  at  a  cost  of  5,000/ , 
to  accommodate  500  children. 

The  Revenue  returns  for  the  quarter  as  well  as  for  the 
year  ending  June  30th  have  just  been  issued.

revenue  in  the  corresponding  peiiol  of  last  year.  The 
items  of  increase  were,  excise,  295.000/. ;  Post-ofifice, 
50,000/. ;  telegraph  service,  140.000/. ;  crown  lands, 
1,000/. ;  and  miscellaneous,  16.550/.  These  were, 
however,  more  than  counterbalanced  by  the  following 
items  of  decrease  :  customs,  482,000/.  :  stamps,  224,000/. ; 
taxes,  721,000/. ;  and  income  tax,  1,590,000/.  The 
revenue  for  the  year  was  72.895,802/.,  or  a  net  decrease 
of  259,230/.  upon  the  figures  of  twelve  months  ago.

The  Harvest  in  Austria. — A  correspondent  of  the 
Eastern  Budget,  at  Vienna,  writes :  "  The  prospects  of  the 
corn  harvest  in  all  parts  of  Austria  and  Hungary  are  still 
i  excellent,  but  the  news  from  the  vineyards  is  not  so  good. 
It  is  expected  that  the  vintage  will  be  only  a  middling  one 
as  regards  quantity ;  what  will  be  iU  quality  cannot  be 
determined  until  the  autumn.  Whether  the  favourable 
harvest  will  cause  a  large  exportation  of  com  must  depend 
solely  on  the  state  of  the  French  market,  now  that  the 
English  crops  have  been  so  much  improved  by  the  recent 
chwige  in  the  weather.  Hungary  will  have  a  large  quan¬ 
tity  of  wheat  and  maize  to  dispose  of,  but  she  will  not  be 
in  a  position  to  sell  at  low,  or  even  moderate,  prices,  for 
wages  in  Hungary,  especially  in  favourable  years,  are  much 
too  high,  and  the  charge  for  the  conveyance  of  com  by  rail 
is  very  heavy.

boarding-out  system  should  be  tried  with  orphan  children, 
under  careful  supervision.  The  committee  are  now  settling 
the  details  for  the  carrying  out  of  this  scheme.  They  are 
seenring  land  upon  which  to  employ  the  boys  and  adults 
in  field  labour ;  they  are  advertising  for  situations  for  the 
boys ;  and  they  are  drawing  up  rules  under  which  to  try 
the  l^rding-out  system.  An  appeal  is  being  made  to  the 
public  of  the  city  and  county  to  aid  the  guardians  in  two 
Mints  of  the  scheme — the  employment  of  the  boys  and 
the  boarding-out  system — in  making  these  paupers  workers, 
nnd  not  drones,  in  the  social  hive,  by  seeking  proper  situa¬ 
tions  for  those  now  able  to  work,  and  by  forwarding  infor¬ 
mation  as  to  respectable  cottagers  with  whom  those  not  yet 
able  to  work  may  be  placed.
